WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Romulo Betancourt of Venezuela, 
described by President Kennedy 
as “target No. I” for dictators 
and Communists alike, resumes 
his White House talks today. 
The two leaders met for an hour 
and 20 minutes Tuesday in a con­ 
ference Kennedy called "good- 
very fine.” The White House said 
1 they dealt with economic matters. 
Venezuela is a major exporter of 
' oil to the United States. 
Motorcade Sehoduled 
Before conferring with Kennedy 
j this afternoon, Betancourt will lay 
a wreath at the Tomb of the Un­ 
known Soldier at Arlington Na­ 
tional Cemetery and address the 
National Press Club. 
He and Kennedy will ride in a

St-t-utter Out of Speech

A reader w rites, "You told about how to pre­ 
vent stuttering, but not w hat an old hand at it 
can do. 
I have been stuttering for m any years. 
Would taking Dexedrine help m e?" 
If I w ere a stutterer, I would not w ant to put 
my reliance on any drug to help my speech. 
As 
I have said many times, there is nothing easier or 
more disapi>ointing than to expect a magic cure 
in the form of a pill for all hum an ailm ents. 
On the other hand, much can be (kine to im­ 
prove your speech. 
Accoiding to Dr. Wendell 
Johnson, who has made a life study of speech 
problems, the average stu tterer has trouble with 
only about every tenth word. 
Bv learning to capitalize on the credit side, 
that is, un the fact th at >ou speak well about 90 
per cent of the time-—you can build confidence in 
your power to speak as well as anyone else. 
T«i begin with, do more talking when von 
are by yourself. 
Since that is the time when 
you are least likely to stutter, learn to recog­ 
nize that this is thr way you CAN talk. When 
you are alone, you are more relaxed. 
The 
trick is to become just as relaxed when you 
are talking to others. 
The next stop is to turn on the television and 
repeat each word being said as soon os you hear 
the word. 
This is called "shadowing," and such 
practice will greatly increase your fluency. 
You m ust not be content, however, m erely to 
repeat tfie words. 
Make yourself say them with 
feeling. 
Get some life into them. 
If you trip up 
occasionally, ignore it and concentrate on the good j 
speaking you are doing.

Th I cc persons turned out for 
the public hearing Monday night 
in the village clerk's office to 
voice opinions on the proposed 
resolution for amending the me­ 
ter 
ordinance 
to 
permit 
free 
parking on the village streets be­ 
tween October 31 and May 15 
Peter T. Murphy, chairm an of 
the 
M erchants Committee 
for 
the Saugerties Area Chamber of 
Commerce, stated that he had 
contacted 18 members of 
the 
cham ber as to their feelings and 
that 12 were in favor of retain ­ 
ing the m eters on a full-year 
basis and five favored the dis­ 
continuance of the m eters for 
the w inter months. He said th at 
the seven members of the M er­ 
chants Committee were unani­ 
mous in 
their vote to retain 
them. He also spoke of the abuse 
of the m eters during the C hrist­ 
mas season and the recent Sau­ 
gerties Sales Days when the me­ 
tered parking had been abolished 
for those periods and residents 
in the vicinity of his store had 
parked their cars all day tying 
up the parking spot for area 
shoppers. 
Mayor George Holmes stated 
th at if the am endm ent should be 
passed there wrould be a stipula­ 
tion in the ruling that anyone 
abusing the free parking ordi­ 
nance would receive a heavy 
fine. 
Also 
speaking 
on 
the 
pro­ 
posed am endm ent were Frank 
N accarato and Charles Fous. 
M ayor Holmes, in answer to 
a 
question 
concerning 
the 
am ount of revenue received from 
the m eters, stated that it was 
about $10,000 when they w ere 
first installed hut due to the 
free parking lots now' available 
in the village, the collections are 
approxim ately half that amount.

It is estim ated that 34,500 planes 
are owned by more than 18,000 
firms with about 22,000 used pri­ 
marily for business.

W ar on the Mississippi 
was marked by battles be­ 
tween great, chunking iron­ 
clads. But one of the most 
successful r i v e r engage­ 
ments can be credited to 
a barge with barrels for 
smokestacks and logs for 
cannons. 
The idea of sending a 
dummy ironclad into service 
was conceived by the Union's 
Adm. David Porter. The mis­ 
sion was intended to frighten 
away the Confederates near 
Vicksburg, Miss., who were 
trying to salvage the Union 
ironclad Indianola, w h i c h 
had sunk in shallow water. 
The Indianola was a fine 
prize. Its enormous 11-mch 
cannon and a battery of 
smaller guns would 
have 
mode an impressive addi­ 
tion 
to 
the 
Confederate 
river fleet. 
Porter describes the con­ 
struction of his “ ironclad” : 
“ I set the whole squadron 


at work, and made a raft 
of logs 300 feet long, with 
sides to it, two huge wheel- 
houses and a formidable log 
casemate (gun chamber), 
from the portholes of which 
appeared sundry w oo de n 
guns . . . two smokestacks 
of hogsheads completed the 
illusion.” 
The dummy was set adrift 
in the Mississippi on Feb. 
24, 1863. The Confederate 
sentinels at Vicksburg were 
astonished to see the mon­ 
ster loom into view. Their 
cannons thundered a deadly 
welcome, but the shots went 
right through it. The Con­ 
federates never realized that 
they were bombarding an 
empty barge. 
The current then carried 
the dummy within sight of a 
Confederate ironclad Queen 
of the West, captured earlier 
from the Union. This ship 
turned and chugged a re­ 
treat in the face of the un­ 


known Union monster. As 
the “ Queen” ran post the 
Indianola which the Confed­ 
erates were desperately try­ 
ing to salvage, she sounded 
the alarm. 
Fearing that the sunken 
vessel would fall into Union 
hands, the Confederates 
blew up everything that re­ 
mained above the water line. 
Word of the d i s a s t e r 
spread fast, and the humili­ 
ation in the South was deep. 
The Richmond E x a m i n e r 
scornfully 
recounted 
th e 
episode: 
“ Here was perhaps the 
finest ironclad in the West­ 
ern waters, captured after a 
heroic struggle, and destined 
to join the Queen of the 
West in a series of victories. 
Next we hear that she was 
of necessity blown up. Laugh 
and hold your sides . . . 
Blown up because . . . a 
mud-scow . . . is floated 
down the river.”
